SATISFACTION 


AS a result of that group's 
meeting with William Bradford 
Reynolds，head of the civil rights 
division of the' Justice Department， 
the federal government decided to 
Step in to investigate. 

The reaction to the news of the 
indictment was of satisfaction to 
those in Detroit who had worked for 
many months on the Vincent Chin 
case.， Helen Zia， newly-elected 
president of Americans for Justice 
stated, “We are Very pleased with 
the indictments.， I is amajor 
breakthrough iniachieving justice: 下 
Tepresents 3a Victory in an eight 
month eftort by Asian Americans 
and other .SupporterS. 

“FEhe indictment,， continued 
Zia，one- of the_ original Detroit 
organizers,，“ establishes what Asian 
Americans have been Saying all 


along 一 that Vincent Chin was killed 
because of this race.” 

One of the Congresspersons who 
Worked on the resolution calling for 
justice forChin is Rep. Norm Mineta 
(D-San Jose). “Iam Very pleased by 
the grand jury s decision to indict the 
two men who beat Vincent Chin to 
death...,. Wehaveseenasignificant 
step _ towards justice，a step which 
gives all of us hope for squal 
protection under the law.” 

TEMPERED 

Laura Chin,executive director of 
the Organization of LChlnese 
Americans .also declared that

immigrants dont want to learn 
English， Its not true. Ihere is _a 


waiting list of 3,000 people trying to-” 


get into the community college 
English clases, ”> declared Pius. Lee， 
SpOokesperson for the grouPp， 
UNGRATEFUL 

added that Kopp used 
bilingual materials during his 
Unsuccessful 1979 mayoral 
campaign to better inform the 
Chinese commnunity So that they 
would vote for him. “Kopp is 
ungrateful to us for our Support 
Now wehavetobe more activeinthe 
future,” Lee urged. 

“In order to understand the 
voting materials you need a high 
school or college education,” 
explained Lee.“Many immigrants 
never had the chance to get an 
education, :but they shouldn't lose 
their basic right to vote. We need to 
help minority citizens become more 
knowledgeable of the issues,， he 
Stated. 

“Ihad the opportunity to observe 
my grandparents learn to speak, read

and write English. TIo understand a 
comprehenslive issue，you need a 
college education. 工 know, because 
helped to write these measures,” 
noted Supervisor John Molinari， 

“FEor Somebody to live 
America and learn to speak and read 
fuent English takes years and years 
and years,”Molinari added.“You 
want the electorate to go to the polls 
and understand what theyre doing， 
Weshould givethem allthehelpthey 
need So they'll be' able to _ vote 
intelligently and make up their Own 
minds,” the supervisor asserted. 

APATHY 

“Tbe biggest problem during this 
whole election has been apathy,” 
described Will Leong，treasurer of 
San Franciscans for Voting Rights. 
“Most of the candidates ran 
Unopposed; people either didn't care 
or didnt know 一 more So of the 
latter,”he.explained. 

”Although this issue has brought 
US together 一 conservatives， 
business People，youth，social 
workers 一 we still clearly need to 
register Imore Chinese American 
yoters and get Imore people 
involved,”Leong declared: 

While the Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce helped to collect nearly 


$3,200 in donations last week forthe 
campaign against Proposition 'O， 
Leong noted that Supporters of the 
measure spent $20,000 to help pass 
the measure.

A co- 
production of British and American 
Public telvision, the series attempts 
to Present a Social and political 
history of the war from diverse 
Viewpoints. 

Towards this end，the program 
usSes present Intervlews with critical 
leaders Such as Pham Van Dong， 
Nguyen Cao 玉 y,， Dean Rusk，and 
Robert ” McNamara， interspliced 
with actual footage of .press 
conferences，Ppublic speeches，and 
front-lne 三 ghting. 

It ls appropriate thatthe medium 

-of television address the war in 
Vietnam because of the major role 
that -particular medium had in 
bringing this event into our daily 
lives.

Monitoring Still Necessary 


After Several months of struggling to bring the issue 
to the attention of the federal governiment and to the 
communities across the nation,， the Americans for 
Justice in Michigan :have finally achieved one of its 
primary goals. Late last week，a federal grand jury， 
which .had convened in response to the _ national 
Pressure brought about in the brutal baseball bat Killing 
of Vincent Chin, issued two indictments. 

Ron Ebens_ and Michael Nitz have each been 
charged with two counts of violating the civil rights of 
Chin: they ， Prevented him from enjoying the 
accomodations of the bar in which an argument 
transpired; and they assaulted him. 

Thousgh this matter now lies in the hands of 
the federal courts and US Attorney，we mnust remain 
vigilant im monitoring the proceedings to _ ensure that 
justice for Chin is actually achieved this time. We may 
not have another chance. 口

Hamaguchi developed his craft in Paris and is considered the modern 
master of the mezzotint, a 17th-century Printing process. The mezzotint 
process ls extremely time-consuming and physically demanding; a single 
Print can take as long as Six months to produce. 

Notonlyhas Hamaguchimanagedto cling to this discipline,buthe has 
expanded itby using innovative etching tools and by the invention of the 
color mezzotint in 1955, for which he is credited in the Encyclopedia 
Britannica， 

Hamaguchis work is recognized internationally and he has been 
designated a “Living National Treasure”in Japan. At the age of 73， 
Hamaguchi insists hls career ”is only beginning.” 

A recent winner of theGrand Prize'at the Northern California Print 
Competition, 了 amaguchi derives much of his inspiration from the zxKDo-e 
style of Japan, as well as Picasso，Turner and others.“I very much 
appreciate the art of M.C. Escher, but I have no connection with him 
oranyone else.Tmaloner 一 aplayerofsolitaire. Itwouldn' tmatterat all 计 
TI started my work a 100 years ago or a 100 years from now.”

INTERNAL OPERATIONS 

“The CAO is in charge of the 
internal operations Ofesthe 
Assembly,”Tom explained.“This 
includes matters concerning 
personnel, the budget，security and 
the maintenance of the Assembly 
facilities.” 

She is in charge of a staff of 
approximately 200，and reports 
directly tothe Speaker orto the chair 
of the powerful Assembly Rules 
Committee. 

She was not Surprised by the 
appointment to the position because 
she felt her qualifications as the 
deputy administrator and ”her 
eXperience as a legislative assistant 
in the Assembly made hereminently 
qualified.

Although TIom knew .she was 
being considered for the committee， 
she was Somewhat Surprised at her 
appointment because she is 3 
democrat. 

Born in San Francisco's 
Chinatown，Tom reflected on her 
childhood. 

“TITwasraised withintwo cultures: 
the Anglo culture and a very heavy 
cultural influence by my Parents， 


. Who did not speak English and who， 


of course，being performers，had a 
greatknewledgeofChineseculture.” 
Her parents instilled a great sense of 
pride in her heritage, Said Tom. 


HAWAII 

She ， earned .her bachelors 
degrees in _ Psychology and Social 
Welfare at SF state and then wentto 
Hawaii to work and to do graduate 
Work ip labor relations at the 
University of Hawaii. 

She worked as an assistant 
personnel director at the Amfax 
company，and then worked as the 
personnel director for- Host 
Jnternational，the_ company which 
runs the food and gift concessions at 
all of Hawaiis airports. 

After _ earning her masters 
degree，Tom returned to _ California 
and married Ron TIom who worked 
as 8a consultant to _ the Assembly 
Health Committee. He is currently

CURRENT RISE 

Stephanie"s birth proved to be 
important to her mother s current rise 
as the top Assembly staffer after 
giving birth，Iom decided to step 
down from her job in the personnel 
department of Sacramento State 
University.

Should the Democrats lose control 
of the Assembly，TITom knows that 
She would most likely lose her job， 
The Situation does not bother her， 
though. She accepts it as a part 
of her job. 
HESITANCY 

Though the .job had been 
available four times before during 
her nine years at the Capitol, she did 
not even apply. She sees that type of 
hesitancy in applying for -top 
positions in many Asians 
Americans. 

“We are probably among the 
most highly educated in the 
country,” Tom commented, “and

Her involvement in politics， 
Which she stated “has been primarily 
for my own people, has been in the 
area of developing more Asian 
American leaders ， within the 
political, governmental and businesSs 
worlds.

Tom agreed that .Some 
Caucasians will be threatened by 
more aggresSive and ambitious 
Asian Americans,butthat should not 
cause Asian Americans to passively 
step aside in favor of others. 

She notices that each Succeeding 
generation of Asian Americans are 
less ” passive and have more 
confidence intheirabilities. She feels 
her job is to encourage more of them 


to strive for the top of their 
profession .

S think Asian/Pacific 


Aimericans who are as fortunate as 工 
am to be able to achieve whatIhave 
done, really have a commitment to 
our people,”Tom reflected. 

“We should go back and share 
OUIT experiences and knowledge So 
that we can promote more Asian 
Americans to go for the top,” 

As fora future career in politics， 
Tom said，”I will look into that 
possibility, but my first commitment 
is to do the best job I can do in my 
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Joseph Montoya [now a State 
Senator from Los Angeles] had just 
become the majority whip of the 
Assembly and was looking for more 
Asian Americans to work at the 
capitol in a_ professional capacity.” 

Her neighbor persuaded TIom to 
interview for the job as a legislative 
assistant and she got the job, “even 
though 工 wasn't looking for it ”Tom 
recounted : 

COMPLETELY POLITICAL 

She described her job as 
”completely different from the 
personnel management field. It was 
completely political.” She helped 
Montoya develop legislation 
regarding women's，consumer and 
affirmative action issues; 

When Montoya lost his political 上 
position as the majority whip, Tom'”s 
job as legislative -assistant Was 
abolished. Fortunately, a position as 上 
the deputy personnel administrator 
ofthe Assembly was available at the 
time. 

Thanks to ， her personnel | 
management and legislative work 
-experience,， She was hired. 

At that time，seven years ago， 
Tom became the first minority to be

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The 
Specialized Population “Program 
(SPP)，sSponsored by Alternative 
Family Services, is currently placing 
Southeast Asian refugee teenagers 
and older teenagers who need to 
learn to live Independently within: 
two years into foster homes. 

The San Francisco _ Department 
of Social Services on July 15, 1983， 
became responsible for the care， 
housing and general Support of 45 
children 一 mosty Vietnamese male 
teenagerSs 一 who entered this country 
as refugees with no family. 

Later Migrated 

While some were Settled in the 
San Francisco area, most originally 
settled in other parts of the country 
and then later “migrated ”on' their 
own to San Francisco. 

The emotional trauma of their 
refugee experience _ triggered other 
problems. Abrupty uprooted from 
their families and surroundings, they 
were transplanted into a foreign 
country that was larsgely unfamiliar 
to thenm. 

These emotional difficulties are 
compljlicated by cultural issues Such 
as language and may ITesult in 
truancy from School or membership 
in Chinese-Speaking gangs among 
the youth, commented the program S 
literature. 

In the past， foster family 
placement for these youths has met 
with mixed SucceSs.， Many newly- 
arrived refugee families were living 
in ， conditions-” which were not 
licensable as foster homes，While 
others were licensable，all adults 
were outslide of the housing during 
mostof the day, making Supervision 
of the _ children minimal or non- 
eXistent. 

Language Differences 

Placement ”with American 
famillies has involved language 
differences, a general lack of cultural 
Sensitivity, dietary conflicts and the 
lack of resources to foster parents-. 

Lastly，some youth have been 
placed into group home Situations im 
programs strictly Structured for 
youths with emotional or behavioral 
problems. TIhus they are requlired to 
obey rules and Structures that are 
Inappropriate to their needs.

According to Jay A.， Berlin， 
Executive Director of Alternative 
Fanmiily Services,“Most of the kids 
are coming out of refugee camps in 
Thailand. They might have resettled 
anywhere, Speak no English and are 
totally isolated. 

”Some “migrate-” back to 
California becauseofthe large Asian 
community out here,” he said. 
“They come not only to San 
Francisco, but to San Jose and Los 
Angeles as well.” 

No Data 

Berlin noted that probably more 
refugee children are _ living in San 
Erancisco than are recorded with the 
Department of Social Services，bnut 
that no data base ls _ available to 
confirm that.…9o far;the response to 
the Special foster home Program has 
been good,”Berlirtnoted. 

For the Southeast Asian refugee 
children， Asian families are 
particularly being Sought and 
encouragedto apply. Foreach young 
person they take ln,，foster Parents 
will be paid $525 per month Plus 
another $200 per family for 
attending ， education SeSSions， 
community and planning meetingS. 

Each family must be able to 
house at least two youths and have 
adequate Spaceintheirhomes to care 
for the youths. The families should 
be able to speak and understand 
some English.

disappear from his record. 
Late ljast month， the 


government decided that it could not 
win the case brought by Korematsu 
through his attorneys, Dale Minami， 
Peter Irons and the other members 
of the legal team. 
UNNECESSARY 
Minami and company had 


alleged that “newly-discovered 
evidence- showed that the Us 
Suppressed， destroyed and 


misrepresented facts that would 
have Shown the mass relocation of 
Japanese ”Americans to be 
unnecesSsary.、 JIn view of its 
impending embarrasSsing loss，the 
US Attorney capitulated. 

Now while this move is 
admirable (and probably wise) 
some ways,the government s motion 
to _ vacate the conviction (whlich 1s 
essentially the relief requested by 


Korematsujiis also a continuation of 
its refusal to take responsibility for 
its illegal action. 

The motion carried with 
language which said, in effect“Hey， 
this is all inthe past, and sinceno one 
has been able to come up with an 
interpretaiton -of history that 
everyone agrees with，let's just let 
bygones by “bygones.” TIhe 
government even ， cites the 
congressionally - mandated 
commisslon s report as evidence of 
disagreement. 

ThisRwreads teenme REaSSR 3 
continuation of misrepresentation of 
the facts. Ihe report， if it Shows 
anything at all，demonstrates that 
there 1S$ _ overwhelming agreement 
that the relocation orders were 
illegal, and that there was no military 


necesSity for the So-called 
evacuation, 
MORE DAMNING 
More damning， though， the 


motion comes off as a way to 
minimize the chance that Japanese 
Americans can finally clear the 
record and their names and 
reputation: they were not and arenot 
spies; they did not and do not 
constitute a danger to the country. 

Almost all of my Nikkei 
relatives, friends and acquaintances 
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have been able to speak passionately 
about nothing except the cora71t 
110D1S cases involving 玫 orematsu， 
Gordon Hirabayashi and Minoru 
Yasui; and the efforts by Congress 
and Japanese American :groups to 
obtain redress and reparations for 
those persons who were interned or 


lost their jobs because of their |

often-incorrect stereotypethat Asian 
Americans are passive and non- 
verbal, [have seen and heard many 
Nikkei speak about their camp 
experiences; often forthefirsttime in 
years，and certainly the first in 
public.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Wateris 
gentle、soothing，amorphous，yet if 
has the Strength to erode a rock. The 
willow tree bends to the wind yet 
does not break, for its base is firm. 
Such are the picturesque analogies 
Keiko Fukuda uses to describe the 
art of judo, which literally translates 
as“ “the way of gentleness.” 

The seventy-year-old woman， 
who holds aroku dan,”or sixth 
degree black belt，is the highest- 
ranking woman judoist in the world. 
She is definitely the top person 诺 
womenss judo in the United States. 
Holding the _ title of “technical 
adviser ”Fukuda oversees the black 
belt examinations and the 
determination of rank requirements. 

OWN DOJO 

She also gives instruction all over 
the country. FEorexample, she was at 
the week-long nationaljudo camp for 
women at the Olympic Training 
Center in Colorado Springs. 

She has held teaching positions 
at Mills and San Francisco City 
Colleges and currently heads her 
Own dojo (School), located at 1622 
Castro Street in San Francisco， 
Her students，all women, number 
about twenty-five. Among them are 
state and national level champions. 

Keiko Fukuda's grandfather， 
Hachinosuke 下 ukuda, was a famous 
jujlitsu instructor，who，in 1879， 
apparently even gave lessons to 
President Ulysses _ Grant， Though 
Keiko Fukuda never met her 
grandfather 一 he died “when .her 
father was only nine years old 一 She 
eventually became the one to carry 
on the famlly tradition. 

.Jigoro 和 ano，the founder of 
Kudokan, which is zejudo school in 
Japan，was the originator of judo， 
developing the modern Sport from 
the Samurail art of jujitsu. Jigoro 
Kano was Hachinosuke Fukuda's 


student. 
BRIDE  IRAINING 
Kano Suggested to _ the then- 


twenty-one-year-old Keiko that She 
take upP her, grandfathers art for 
health benefits. Until then,the young 
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woman had only been undergoing 
ha7zayomze Snzg)o, orthetraining to 
become a bride， studying the arts'of 
flower arrangement and playing the 
Sha7matsemzm，a musical instrument 
from Japan.

She was already convinced that judo 
was her calling. 


Her devotion led her to re-enter | 


college to _ study Japanese literature 
in order to familiarize herself with 
the culture that produced the pxdado 
(martial art)， She even refused 
marriage offers， fearing that a 
family might interfere with her judo. 
OLD-FASHIONED 

”In Japan,”FEukuda observed， 
there is Still the old-fashioned 
thinking that women Should be doing 
something other than judo. That is 
why Tchose to come to a freer 
country jlike the United States， 
where, though women are, of course， 
not totally equal，they can Pursue 
their interests a jlittle more easily.” 

On a worldwide level，women's 
judo is still at a pioneer level. Only 
two international competitions have 
taken place, but there are hopes that 
women s judo will be included in the 
1988 Olympics， Fukuda is 
extremely “Pleased ， with the 
contributions She has been able to 
make in developing women's judo in 
thls country，which has been her 
home since 1960. 

Fukuda claims that judo, rather 
than beinga "macho”sport, can help 
a. woman realize her own inner 
femininity. Fukuda herself is slight， 
barely five feet tall; very womanly， 
with a soft voice; looking a good 
twenty years younger than her
